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British Monarch Pledges 
Government To Search 
for Way To Bring Peace. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.— (2) —King 
George VI dedicated the British 
government today to the search for 
peace in the Far East and Spain 
as he opened parliament in a cere- 
mony surpassed in color only by 
his coronation. 

He noted Britain’s rearmament 
“now is making rapid progress;”’ 
forecast “energetic steps” to pro- 
tect the country’s population from 
air raids; and pledged the govern- 
ment to a broadening of its so- 
cial policy. 

Proud Queen Elizabeth sat in a 
chair of state by the King’s side 
as he read the speech from the 
throne in the house of lords to 
richly garbed peers and peeresses, 
members of the house of ‘com- 
mons and foreign diplomats. 

Their daughters, Princess Eliz- 
abeth, heiress presumptive to the 
crown, and Princess Margaret 
Rose sat in the Lord Great Cham- 
berlain’s box just - outside the 
chamber where they were the 
first to make obeisance to the 
King as he entered.

This share he is 
entitled to under New York law, 
but not under Georgia law. He 
can claim half the estate if ex- 
ecutors file the will in original 
form in the northern state, his at- 
torneys say. 

Legal Residence Here. 

Legal residence of Mrs. Hun- 
gerford was established in Fulton 
county and the will has been filed 
for probate with the ordinary 
here, Dan MacDougald, attorney 
for executors, said last night. 

“Since Mrs. Frungerford’s legal 
residence has been established in 
Atlanta and since she owns no 
property in New York, there is 
no necessity for filing the will for 
probate there,” the attorney said.

Duke of Talleyrand Is Found Dead; 
Husband of Jay Gould’s Daughter 


PARIS, Oct. 26.—(#)—The fifth R 


Duke of Talleyrand, 78, died of 
a heart attack in his Paris home 
on Monday, his family announced 
today. 

He is survived by the Duchess, 
the former Anna Gould, daughter 
of the late American financier, Jay 
Gould, and a daughter, Helene, the 
wife Count James De Pourtales 

The head of the famous Talley- 
rand-Perigord family was found 
dead in bed by servants. He died 
in his Pink Palace, a luxurious 
mansion on Avenue Malakoff in 
the fashionable Bois De Boulogne 
district of Paris. The home is a 
marble reproduction of Marie An-

' The Duke was a descendant of 
Charles Maurice Talleyrand-Peri- 
gord, French diplomat and states- 
man, who figured prominently in 
the 18th century French revolu- 
tion, the rise and fall of Napoleon, 
and the fortunes of France for 20 


years after Napoleon’s abdication. 


The international social event of 
1908 was the marriage of the 
Duke, then Prince Helie Zu Sagan, 
to the daughter of Jay Gould in 
London. 

The Prince, a Catholic, made an 
unsuccessful trip to Rome to per- 
suade the pope to annul the mar- 
riage of Anna Gould to Count Bino 
De Castellane, whom she had al- 
ready divorced. 

When .the papal sanction was 
not forthcoming the globe-trotting 
Prince announced he would be- 
come a Protestant in order to mar- 
ry the divorced countess. 

After their marriage they resid- 
ed at the Prince’s ancestral home 
in Germany. He succeeded to the 
title of Duke of Talleyrand and 
Herzog Zu Sagan upon the death 
of his father in 1910. 

The Holy See did not annul 
the Duchess’ marriage to the 
Count, who sought the annulment 
| persistently, until 1915, seven 
years after her marriage to the 
Duke. She is 59.

BOSTON, Oct. 26.—(#)—De- 
claring a coalition of anti-New 
Dealers was “devoutly to be wish- 
ed for,” Herbert Hoover tonight 
called on the Republican party 
first to draft a new declaration 
of principles that would fuse the 
foes of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. 


The former President: - in a na- 
tionally broadcast address, reit- 
erated his call for an off-year na- 
tional convention of G. O. P. 
leaders and asserted flatly he did 
not “want any public office.” 

Speaking before a dinner of the 
Republican Club of Massachusetts, 
Hoover hit out at opponents of the 
plan to have the party’s chief- 
tains draft and approve in nation- 
al conclave, prior to the 1938 con- 
gressional elections, “an honest, 
courageous. declaration cf convic- 
tions, of positive principles for for- 
ward action.” 

No “Joyriding.” 

He warned against trying to win 
elections by “joyriding on mis- 
takes,” and added: 

“There is talk of fusion and 
coalition,” he said. “But the peo- 
ple fuse or coalesce around ideas 
and ideals, not around political 
bargains or stratagems. They 
only join in the march if they 
know where they are going.” - 

These were the only words ad- 
dressed. by the only living former 
President to the subject of a coali- 
tion—a matter mentioned before 
by Senator Vandenberg, Republic- 
an, Michigan, and others.

The approaching visit to the Unit- 
ed States of the Duke and Duchess 
of Windsor seems an appropriate 
moment to sum up as carefully as 
possible the situation in which 
these two people, whom the whole 
world is watching with the great- 
est interest, now find themselves. 

In previous dispatches, the feel- 
ings of distress of the Duke over 
the treatment of his wife at the 
hands of official Britain, notably 
the withholding of the H. R. H.

“They're proposing that the 
federation be taken into the CIO,” 
said a prominent AFL man. 

While yesterday, the conferees 
held two sessions, morning and 
afternoon, today there was only 
one and it was short. It recessed 
soon after Philip Murray, of the 
United Mine Workers, had read 
the CIO stipulations.

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Japan Has No Alternative But War, 
Say Nipponese Students at Emory 


Country Justified in Doing Almost Anything to Alleviate 
Suffering of Its People, Maintain Youths Studying to 
Take Christian Mission Words to Their Country. 


“Japan has risen!” 

In that one expression of ambi- 
tion.lies the root of war and un- 
rest in 20th century Japan, ac- 
cording to Kiyosho Tanimoto and 
Goro Usaki, two young men from 
the orient studying theology at 
Emory University. 

“Japan has learned much in the 
last century,” explains Goro Usaki 
in accent. “Still a young country 
when compared with China, it has 
caught up with and passed its old- 
er brother. Intelligence is higher, 
progress is more definite, indus- 
try is more prominent than it was 
100 years ago. And the Japanese 
people are ambitious for their 
country. 

“No Alternative.” 

“We Japanese don’t like to dis- 
cuss war. We hate-war, but now 
we Japanese must fight, for there 
is no alternative.” 

Extreme loyalists, Messrs. Usaki 
and Tanimoto have analyzed the 
eastern situation, and both agree 
that Japan is justified in doing 
almost anything to alleviate the 
suffering of its people. ' 

“Foreigners cannot understand 
why Japan. is at war now,” says 
Tanimoto thoughtfully. “But Goro 
and I can, The seed of all the 
trouble was planted many years 
ago—in the very history and tra- 
dition of Japan. To understand 
Japan’s reasons for war, you must 
understand and appreciate Japa- 
nese people and the conditions un- 
der which they work. 

“IT was a rural evangelist in 
Kagashima for three months and 
lived with the Japanese farmers. 
Their condition is pathetic. The 
average farmer there has one- 
half acre of land and a family of 
10 to feed. I was there during 
Christmas while all around me 
people were starving. In attempts 
to satisfy their hunger, they would 
fashion bread from the pulp of 
the cycad tree and eat that.” 

Pressing Problems. 

The Japanese have financial 
problems, political problems, pop- 
ulation problems—pressing and 
immediate problems, these two de- 
clare. And they feel this way 
about it: 

“Japan is 
island,” Tanimoto explains, 
small, crowded, with no mainland. 
Right. across the bay is a garden 
—Manchoukuo, and in that gar- 
den they recognize an answer to 
all their problems. Like a little 
boy, they want to cross that bay 
and play in that garden. So they 
wage war.” 


Here Goro  Usaki 
Tanimoto. 

“But we are limited to discuss 
the war,” he says. “Now is a time 
not to talk but to act. 

“We make no apologies for the 
Japanese people, for we under- 
stand them. The Japanese like the 
Chinese, consider them brothers, 
but they hate the Chinese govern- 
ment, which teaches its children 
to hate the Japanese. 

To Avert Communism. 

“And there’s one thing more Ja- 
pan is fighting for—to avert the 
spread of communism. China is 
already red, having solicited Rus- 
sia’s aid in the war with Japan, 
and Japan hates communism. Our 
people are afraid that if commu- 
nism gets into China, it may con- 
taminate Japan, and that to us 
would be disastrous.” * 

These two Japanese’ students 
like to recite that line from Kip- 
ling which reads: “O, east is east 
and west is west and never the 
twain shall meet.” For that line, 
they say, sums up the feeling Ja- 
pan has for America. | 

“Japan has always admired the 
United States and its President 
Roosevelt,” Usaki declares, “but 
we feel that this attitude has 
changed since Washington con- 
demned Japanese methods. Our 
people do not appreciate the west’s 
interference. Japanese are reared 
to mind their own business and 
they think nations should do the 
same.” 

New Indifference. 

In the fact that Japan has grown

“Japan needs missionaries who 
will understand its people.

Tanimoto and Usaki have’ been 
away from Japan for three years. 
They both graduated from a mis 
sion school in Nishinomiya-Shigal, 
then came to America, where they 
first studied at the University of 
California. From there they trans- 
ferred to Emory. 

When he graduates from the 
Emory School of Theology, Usaki 
plans to go back to California and 
preach ,to San Francisco’s 100,000 
people of his race. Tanimoto in- 
tends to return to Japan and work 
again with his brothers in the 
fields, to help them understand 
‘one another better. 

Enthusiastic over American 
movies, they still can’t distinguish 
one male star from another.

Explaining that the purpose of 
the navy in yen times is te be 
ready, he said too many people 
think large navies are the cause 
of war.

“In reality a large navy is the 
surest means of preserving roracdl 
he continued. “ reading of history 
will assure us that any people pos- 
sessing a strong navy need never 
fear that the will of another na- 
tion will be imposed on them.” 

“The need for a strong navy is 
forcefully brought to us at this 
time when there is armed conflict 
throughout the world, when the 
lives of our American nationals 
are in danger both in Europe and 
the Far East, and when ships and 
men of the navy are actively and 
successfully employed in saving 
the lives and property of Amer- 
icans in various parts of’ the 
world.” 

The admiral pointed out that the 
United States, in an endeavor to 
build up only to the limit and re- 
strictions of the expired Washing- 
to and London treaties of 1922 and 
1930, laid down two battleships, 
eight destroyers and four subma- 
rines during the present year.

PORTABLE SCHOOLS MUST GO 

The movement to eliminate wooden, portable 
buildings from Atlanta’s school system and to 
do away with basement classrooms will receive 
the full endorsement of every citizen. Few con- 
ditions in the city today cry more loudly for 
rectification than the wooden, inadequate and 
dangerous buildings which house classes at sev- 
eral schools in the city system. 

The Fathers’ Club of High School Boys, or- 
ganized to cure this evil at Boys’ High and 
Tech High schools, is sponsoring the plan in 
conjunction with members of the board of edu- 
cation. As now outlined it will not only do 
away with the wooden buildings at the high 
schools, but will also end the use of similar 
buildings at Murphy and Maddox Junior High 
schools. 

Many of these temporary structures have 
been in use for the better part of two decades, 
though they were first installed merely as a 
temporary means of meeting an emergency. 
They are not only unsuitable to use for class- 
rooms but constitute veritable fire traps which, 
in event a blaze started, might easily cause a 
holocaust among Atlanta school children with 
a fatality list similar to that in the tragic Texas 
school explosion of a year ago. 

Adding to the danger is the fact that the 
wooden buildings are heated with old-fashioned 
coal burners. 

It is estimated that the cost of the new 
buildings needed to replace the portables at the 
four schools, together with necessary building 
to make use of basement classrooms in other 
schools unnecessary, will be approximately 
$1,250,000. Certainly, to lift Atlanta’s school 
students out of a constant danger to life and 
safety, such a cost is small. 

Means of financing the program has not 
yet been decided, but the leaders of the High 
School Fathers’ Club and the members of the 
board of education have announced they will 
give earnest consideration to the development 
of some feasible financing plan. 

For the sake of the health and safety of At- 
lanta’s children, the wooden portable school 
buildings must go. 


WORSE THAN WAR 


That America would be a safer place to live 
if the nation traded its automobiles for a first- 
class war is the opinion of W. G. Eager, of 
Valdosta, manager of the Georgia Public Utili- 
ties Company. 

Mr. Eager sends out, periodically, a state- 
ment on some public problem addressed to all 
employes of the company. In itself this is an 
unusual practice and worthy of special com- 
ment. If executives of all large organizations 
would follow a similar plan there might be a 
definite increase in general knowledge on im- 
portant public questions and a more intelligent 
public approach to solution. 


Mr. Eager in his latest pamphlet declares 
that, during the bloodiest period in history, the 
Napoleonic wars, the total of battle casualties, 
wounded and dead, in 19 years, was 684,270. 
In one year alone, 1935, in the United States 
there were 1,317,000 men, women and children 
killed or wounded in automobile accidents. 


The casualty rate by automobile accidents 
today, in the United States, on a basis of pop- 
ulation, is 90 per cent of the total annual 
casualties of the World War, for all countries 
involved. 

Mr. Eager also points out that, when Japa- 
nese bombs kill 200 Chinese civilians, wounding 
more than 1,000, the whole world shudders and 
condemns the horror. Yet the automobile cas- 
ualties in the United States, any week end, 
equal or exceed this number and, apparently, 
the public is unconcerned. On Labor Day, this 
year, automobiles killed 304 and injured more 
than 1,500. And these, like the Chinese casual- 
ties, are civilians, men, women and children. 

There is food for deep thought in the statis- 
tics given. In closing his appeal Mr. Eager says: 

“Only by thorough inspection of our cars, a 
clear brain, and careful, constant and undivided 
attention while we are driving can we hope to 
survive.”

Tomorrow the Georgia Library Association 
will open its biennial conference in Atlanta. 
On Friday the general public is invited to at- 
tend:an open meeting for the discussion of bet- 
ter library facilities throughout the state. 

The ability to read, in this modern world, 
is almost a universal accomplishment. Illit- 
eracy is shrinking year by year and today the 
man or woman unable to find knowledge and 
entertainment on the printed page is a rare 
curiosity. | i 

Reading, in its final analysis, is probably 
the most important function of an intelligent 
mankind. From the records of the past man 
reads the story of a world, of his nation and 
of his ancestry, without which knowledge it 
is impossible for him to understand the events 
of his own age. By the columns of his daily 
newspaper, he keeps abreast with world prog- 
ress and makes of himself a participator and 
onlooker in the drama of all mankind. 

It is fundamental truth that man’s prog- 
ress can, in the final outcome, result only from 
education. Laws, fiats and all forms of com- 
pulsion fail, no matter how worthy their aims, 
when the people are not educated to under- 
stand and to receive them. 

Only through improvement in the ability of 
the individual to understand and to think for 
himself can the people as a whole be led to 
finer life and greater enjoyment of the bless- 
ings a kindly Creator placed upon the world. 

Man, by his very nature, rebels when he 
is told that he must, or must not, do so and 
so. But when his intelligence is shown that 
a given line of action will benefit him, he is 
a willing co-operator and participant in prog- 
ress. 

Good government depends upon the knowl- 
edge and wisdom of the electors. Good citizen- 
ship requires good education and, in whatever 
worthy sphere the individual moves, he is a 
better man by the acquirement of better edu- 
cation. 

Truest education, that which is of greatest 
value throughout life, is not the education ac- 
quired in the classroom of the formal school, 
essential though that be as a foundation. Real 
education is found in books read in the quiet of 
the home. The leaders of the future are today 
reading, just as did the leaders of the past, 
though it is by the light of electricity instead of 
a pine log fire. 

Georgia has far too few libraries. The larger 
cities boast excellent institutions, where all citi- 
zens may find the volumes they need. But in 
the smaller cities and towns and in the rural 


- areas, there are many ambitious boys and girls, 


fretting against circumstance which denies the 
water of knowledge to their thirsty lips, 

No greater contribution to the progress and 
well-being of the Georgia of the future can be 
made than by the establishment of well-stocked 
lending libraries in every nook and corner of 
the state. 


THE NATION CONSIDERS COTTON 

Striking evidence of the predominant posi- 
tion among pressing problems of the nation 
held by cotton is found in the current issue of 
the Saturday Evening Post. That publication 
devotes nearly half of its editorial space to a 
discussion of the cotton puzzle. 

Pointing out that price adjustments, or sub- 
sidies, are growing in favor, in place of the crop- 
control methods, the Post asserts that the ex- 
perience of recent years proves that continued 
restrictive control can eventually result only in 
economic suicide. 

“A growing body of opinion in the south,” 
Says the editorial, “favors a dual-price system 
for cotton. This would provide a compensation 
in keeping with American price levels for the 


Supply consumed at home, with the surplus per- 


mitted to find its place and price in the world 
market. The southern cotton grower has long 
been handicapped by being a free-trade pro- 
ducer among groups protected by tariffs and 
fixed wage levels, The argument is made in be- 
half of the proposed policy that it would help 
square this inequality without Sacrificing a 
large part of the productive capacity of the 
south. It would mean a subsidy, but a subsidy 
is going to be paid anyway.” 

It is becoming daily more evident that, when 
congress tackles the cotton problem, serious ef- 
fort will be made to supplement whatever tem- 
porary, emergency measures are taken, with 
some plan looking toward a permanent answer 
to the issue. 

Whether in the form of processing tax, dual- 
price or other forms of subsidy, or in the form 
of tariff reductions, it is certain that the south 
cannot continue to grow cotton in competition 


with foreign, cheap labor producers, without 


some form of artificial stimulus to price,

A SIGNIFICANT START. . 


it is a 
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tten|remorselessly at the citadel of 


by a revolutionist, by one who has 
spent his entire life in rebellion 
against the existing social order. 
Eugene Lyons grew up on New 
York’s East Side, in the poverty, 
insecurity, and humiliation—above 
all, perhaps, humiliation—which 
engenders in the superior slum 
ehild either the pitiless. ambition 
to rise out of his own surround- 
ings, or the hard and luminous 
determination to change them, and 
with the change lift his entire 
class. Eugene Lyons has had, in 
his life, two assignments in Utopia. 
And the first assignment was with 
the Utopia of the United States of 
America, to which he traveled as 
a little child “in a stinking steer- 
age hole, full of vermin and vomit, 
in one of the foul ships which at 
that time dumped cargoes of be- 
wildered immigrants on American 
soil.” And, approaching these 
shores, his inward eye was lit by 
the vision of “the fairyland called 
America.” That lovely vision was 
broken immediately by reality. 
The disillusionment with American 
Democracy was immediate and 
continuous. It continued, even 
when he raised himself, as _ the 
clever slum child can, on his. wits, 
his family’s sacrifices, and the op- 
portunities of popular education, 
out of his original surroundings. 
To save himself was not enough. 
And in that passionate rebellion— 
“a species of defiance and revenge 
against the clinging squalors and 
the smugness of the Tucky ones”— 
a revolutionist was born. Quite 
clearly he shows that the flaming 
ambition to escape makes, of ex- 
ceptional slum children, gangsters, 
predatory and unprincipled busi- 
nessmen, and reformers and revo- 
lutionaries. It made of Eugene 
Lyons a radical journalist, a fight- 
er with every movement to change 
the existing order, a Socialist, the 
biographer of Sacco and Vanzetti. 
When the Russian revolution broke 
upon an amazed world, it made of 
him a Communist. It landed him, 
eventually, in the Tass News Serv- 
ice—the Communist news agency. 
And, finally, it gave him his sec- 


ond assignment in Utopia. A ma-' 


ture revolutionist went to Russia. 
~ * = 


This, then, is a judgment of Rus- 
sian Communism on its own thesis. 
That is why the book is important. 
For this is, after all, the only 
ground on which the Russian ex- 
periment can justly be evaluated. 
Not by whether it fulfills the hopes 
or improves the habits or satisfies 
the standards of the bourgeoise 
world—it was never its intention 
to satisfy those standards. . But by 
whether it is revolutionary! By 
whether it fulfills the hopes and 
satisfies the standards set by the 
proletarian revolt, and by Marx- 
ian principles, — 

The American revolutionist goes, 
and sees. His opportunity to do the 
latter is superior. He is persona 
grata. His faith is deep, and it is 
realistic. He does not ex that 
so profound a. convulsion can oc- 
cur without agony. He is not 
squeamish. This book is his rec- 
ord, and his judgment.

What the record is will not here 
be reviewed, lest any one should 
have an excuse not to read the 
book itself. It is a brilliant report 
of Russian life from many sides, 
many facets, and always internal; 


faith. The judgment. must, finally, 
be made. And when Eugene Lyons 
makes it, he makes it definitely. 
This is not that for which we have 
suffered and fought. This is not, 
in any sense, the fulfillment of the 
dream: It is not for this that we, 
all.over the world, have tried, at 
the price of danger and outlawry. 
to take history by the bridle and 
turn it into another course. . This 
is not revolution! It is counter- 
revolution! The whole of official 
Communism is on the wrong path! 


Why? That, after all, is the great 
question. Eugene Lyons wrestles 
with this question. Curiously, 
amazingly, across the world in 
Swiss exile, the great German, 
Thomas Mann, wrestles, also, and 
comes to the same conclusion. Man 
is a moral animal and woe to the 
deniers! There are attributes of the 
human spirit transcending class, 
transcending economic systems. 
Revolution is made for man, not 
man for revolution. Means are in- 
tegral with ends. Freedom, justice. 
order, reason—thees are not words 
to be played with cynically as in- 
struments to move the masses, now 
in this direction, now in that. 
These are realities; these are the 
elan of life. Justice demands that 
man be just; freedom that they be 
free; reason that they be reason- 
able. Revolution, not to be suc- 
cessful but to be revolutionary, 
must be noble. Its end and its jus- 
tification are the enhancement of 
the dignity and responsibility, and 
beauty, of mankind. In hatred, 
terror, cruelty, ambition and cyn- 
icism, the new world is strangled 
at birth. The form is there, but 
no breath moves the lips to smile.

The 
investment undoubtedly was much 
greater, because, invariably, a 
number of phony issues are sold 
to our gullibles and because, in- 
variably, a portion of the genuine 
tickets retailed here are duds 
whose owners do not get a run for 
their money. That happens when 
the agent decides to keep the pur- 
chase price of $2.50 for himself in- 
stead of remitting it to Dublin. 
The agent is under a strong 
temptation to do this, because the 
victim, even if he is of a mind to 
have the law on the agent, cannot 
come into court with clean hands, 
being involved in an illegal trans- 
action himself. Moreover, most 
Americans are unaware that the 
deal is incomplete unless they re- 
ceive from the Irish hospitals fund 
in Dublin, well in advance of the 
race, a formal receipt acknowl- 
edging that the agent has sent in 
the money and the stub. An agent 
who peddles 100 or 1,000 tickets 
for cash has only his conscience 
for a policeman to make him do 
the right thing, and most of his 
clients would not even know they 
had been swindled. 


Up to 18 months ago the Irish 
hospitals fund had reached $46,- 
000,000, a little more than $15 for 
public hospitalization for every 
man, woman and child in the Irish 
Free State. President Eamon de 
Valera about that time, neverthe- 
less, thought it best to go to Switz- 
erland for a little trouble with his 
eyes. 


Dividing The money was then 
The Fund accumulating in such 

e runc bulk that the Free 
State government decided to cut 
itself a neat slice of cake out of 
the hospitals’ share. The fund re- 
ceives one-fourth of the gross, and

Maybe the Cubans an 
other Latin Americans buy a few 
tickets, but, if so, not enough to 
raise them above the miscellaneous 
group of customers.

Statement jeagues in congress 
with the assertion that New York 
city alone had bought $16,000,000 
worth of tickets on a single pool 
of the Irish Sweep and bought 
them up with their ears funneling 
when he declared that by his reck- 
oning, as an expert on the subject, 
the United States Treasury could 
clear a billion dollars a year with 
a federal lottery. He runs a very 
high fever on the subject and may 
exaggerate the American capacity 
to absorb lottery tickets. 

It was his plan to take down 40 
per cent of the gross for the gov- 
ernment, which would mean that 
the people would have to buy $2,- 
500,000,000 worth a year. Tha 
would come to about $48,000,000 a 
week—not too high a figure of it- 
self. But, considering the competi-

PARIS — Mussolini’s unwilling- 
ness to enter into candid and fruit- 
ful discussion of the problem of 
“volunteers” in Spain; and the de- 
velopments of the past weeks have 
convinced the French more than 
ever that Italy has no intention of 
ceasing her intervention in Spain. 

In the “Popolo d’Italia” Musso- 
lini exalted Japan’s policy and Ja- 
pan’s methods of conducting her 
war in China; and these “meth- 
ods” were closely copied in the 
savage air raids against Valencia 
and Barcelona, where hundreds of 
civilians, including women and 
children, were massacred by 
brand-new, but “unknown” air- 
planes from the Balearic Islands. 

Reports were current in Paris 
of. more arms and troops being 
landed at Cadiz and sent thence 
to the Madrid front, and of a reg- 
ular expedition that was being 
prepared in the Balearics against 
Valencia and Barcelona—an expe- 
dition comprising not merely air- 
plaries, 

Then came the report—later of- 
ficially denied—that three classes 
of the reservists were being mo- 
bilized in Italy, but Italian denial 
seemed ambiguous. At the same 
time it was also learned that 
troops were being sent from Italy 
to Libya. 

The mobilization rumor, and the 
detailed reports that the Balearics 
were being turned into a base for 
large-scale military operations 
against Spain created in Paris an 
intense feeling of anger, the like 
of which had never been seen 
since the beginning of the Spanish 
War. 

Even the most determined sup- 
porters of “non-intervention at 
any price” began to feel that 
Italian arrogance and sans-gene 
were exceeding all bounds. The 


ti Balearics are just off the main 


French sea route to North Africa; 
and the concentration of Italian 
forces there would be to the 
French what such a concentration 
in the neighborhood of the Suez 
Canal’ would be to the British.

If the great, fast-moving engines 
of an ocean liner can be called 
the heart of the ship, the “bridge” 
is the head. It is the place where 
the captain and other chief offi- 
cers spend most of their time. 

The bridge is near the front of 
the ship, and a clear view of the 
sea ahead can be obtained from 
it. Passengers are not allowed to.

I saw was the “Iron Mike,” also | 
called the “Metal Mike.”

In the old days the pilot or the | 
quartermaster had to stay at the 
wheel all the time, moving it this 
way and that during the ocean 
crossing. Nowadays the more mod- 
ern liners have “Iron Mikes.” The 
mike is set in a certain direction, 
and*the vessel travels along with- 
out anyone touching the wheel. In 
case of fog, a seaman takes the 
wheel. The steering is also done 
by hand when the vessel is enter- 
ing or leaving a harbor. 

Officers of the ship showed me 
other interesting things on the 
bridge. One of these was a kind 
of speedometer. By turning a but- 
ton, an officer a hand mov- 
ing across a dial. It did not stop 
moving until it reached the fig- 
ure showing the speed at which 
we were going. At the moment 
when the test was made for me, 
we were traveling 31 knots an 
hour in other words, more than 
35 land miles per hour. 

The officer showed me a device 
used to learn the depth of the wa- 
ter. Sound waves are sent down 
to 
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the depth of the water. An ocean 
liner moving at high can- 
not get echoes from very deep wa- 
ter, but testing to a depth of a 
quarter of a mile, or so, takes 
care of all needs. 

A chart which was shown me 
on the bridge gave a good idea of 
the ups and downs of the ocean 
bottom. In some places there are 
great cliffs with steep sides going 
down hundreds of feet.

Graphically Illustrated at Ist Fair 


‘Light in the Mountains’ Draws More Than 100 From At- 
lanta to View Varied Exhibits Prepared by Many De- 
partments of the Institution.

TALLULAH FALLS SCHOOL, 
Oct. 26.—A student fair, the first 


in the history of the “Light In the 
Mountains,” was held here today 
when pupils of the Tallulah Falls 
Industrial school exhibited work 
representing school activities. 

Staged in a big school library 
with its 7,000 volumes, the fair 
not only drew visitors from the 
surrounding countryside, but more 
than one hundred members of the 
Young Matrons’ Circle for the 
school from Atlanta motored here 
today on their annual fall pilgrim- 
age. 

Band Lends Atmosphere. 

Exhibits from the first grade 
through high school, in addition to 
the various departments, were on 
display with a student band lend- 
ing “mountain music,” which add- 
ed to the fair atmosphere. 

Table displays, including repre- 
sentations from the English de- 
partments, consisted of literary 
maps and dolls representing lit- 
erary characters. Miniature scenes 
of the French coast with descrip- 
tive literature and figures were 
shown by the French department, 
while the Latin 11 department ex- 
hibited highlights of the growth 
of the Roman empire. 

The senior social science class 
gave an exhibit in four units in- 
cluding safe and unsafe use of 
highways by pedestrians and mo- 
torists. 

Early American and far eastern 
history was portrayed by the his- 
tory class, in addition to modern 
features which illustrated the 


present situation in thé far east. 

Four types of mechanical de- 
vices were used for the physics 
display, while another part of the 
science department was represent- 
ed by the varied biology group. 

The mathematics display was 
marked by the graphic pictures of 
Tallulah Falls school. Other fea- 
tures included themes on various 
mathematical subjects. One is en- 
titled “Why I Expect to Have a 
Bank Account.” 7 

Home Economics Display. 

The home economics department 
exhibit included examples of sew- 
ing, food preparation, canned 
goods and farm and garden prod- 
ucts. The preparation and serv- 
ing of food three times a day for 
140 persons in the school home is 
the practical side of Tallulah’s 
home economics. 

There was also exhibited work 
of children under 13 years of age 
in the junior sewing class. The 
handcraft work also occupied a 
prominent position in the fair. The 
majority of the pieces, however, 
were already marked “sold.” © 

Various’. drawings, paintings, 
clay models and carving were 
among the features from the grade 
class exhibits, The seventh grade 
arranged an exhibit of flags of the 
various states. Each flag was 
made by the students in the weav- 
ing department. 

The high school art class had 
various displays of flower studies 
and their application to cretonnes.

Old-timers of the game recall yet how Tick’s shrill voice was 
calling, ‘“Get up, get up, don’t you see he’s down!’ 

When at last he had untangled the players he could 

see what appeared to be a flattened football under Mc- 

Whorter’s big frame. Tick stood and said: 

“1’l] be danged, if the ball ain’t busted.” 

Meanwhile Woodruff had slipped over the line for 

a touchdown. 

That’s the same play—minus the now illegal headgear fea- 
ture—which the Commodores used. Substitute a spinner for 
the headgear fake and there you have the essentials employed 
in 1910, 


WEARY OF MAGIC.

THAT LEAVES YOU HUNGRY. 


Dieting takes off pounds and 
exercise takes down inches, but 
what builds will power for diet 
and exercise? Food! 

A judicious choice of foods in- 
serted into the menu _ reinforces 
the will power. Without satiety, a 
reducing menu is no more than 
an appetizer, and the art in plan- 
ning a restricted diet has nothing 
to do with vitamins and calories. 
It is necessary to recognize the 
foods that impart a sense of be- 
ing well fed when, ordinarily, ac- 
cording to your calorie cut, you 
should be hungry. 

You do not feel penalized by a 
reducing menu consisting of some 
foods which give an immediate 
sense of fullness in combination 
with other foods which digest 
slowly and therefore stay by you. 

There is nothing like hot soup, 
broth or a Mot beverage to ap- 
pease an unleashed appetite. These 
foods, however, would leave you 
hungry long before the next meal 
unless combined with foods of a 
higher satiety value. | 

Meat heads the list of foods 


which “stick to the ribs.” When a 
large percentage of your protein 
requirement is supplied in meat, 
you do not get hungry as quickly. 
You may have meat twice a day 
if you trim off the fat. Meat soups 
are an excellent item in the re- 
ducer’s menu. 
Hard-boiled eggs and _  soft- 
boiled eggs have the same calorie 
value, but since the hard-boiled 
eggs are mare slowly digested, 
they are higher in satiety. On the 
other hand, raw cabbage is more 
filling than cooked cabbage for 
the simple reason that it must be 
thoroughly chewed. You can chew 
coleslaw until your jaws are 
weary and you won't get any ap- 
preciable number of calories, 


“I’m still hungry, and it’s four 
hours till the next meal.” 


Cheese is another food which is 
slow to digest, and 150 calories of 
cheese and crackers with a hot 
beverage puts a period to your 
meal. This is less true of cottage 
cheese than of other varieties, 
since it contains so little fat. 

Potatoes have filling qualities. 
Whoever started the idea that po-

constipated and when gas or a sour 
colic pains, or when I eat

tatoes are fattening did the re- 
ducer a bad turn, since the filling 
qualities, of the spud are all out 
of proportion to its calorie content. 
For 100 calories you can have a 
medium-size baked potato, 8 


pieces of fried potato, or one-half

cup of mashed potato—and 
is nothing like meat and potatoes 
to make you think you are having 
a regular meal! , 


A small serving of dessert at 
the end of the meal is a great 
source of satisfaction to the re- 
ducer. It appeases that feeling of 
injustice that ‘one must diet. For 
this reason, I sometimes squan- 
der 300 calories in one fell swoop 
on pie for your menu. Pastries 
stay by you because of their fat 
content and the fact that the di- 
gestive juices cannot get at them 
easily. Desserts are not fattening 
if they are not in excess of your 
day’s calorie needs. 


In reducing, you must’ cope 
with appetite and _ willpower. 
You cannot ignore them. And the 
way to do it is to eat foods with 
a high satiety value.

Laughing Youth 
Leaps 86 Stories 
To Street Death 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—(7)—A 
young man who laughed and jok- 
ed going up on the elevator leap- 
ed to his death a few minutes later 
today from the 86-floor observa- 
tory of the Empire State building 
as 200 startled sight-seers looked 
on. 

The fifth victim of plunges from 
the world’s tallest building was 
identified, through an overcoat he 
had borrowed from a friend, as 
Albert Megginson, 26-year-old un- 
employed laborer. 

Megginson brushed aside anoth- 
er tower visitor with the request 
that he be allowed to peer through 
a coin-in-the-slot telescope. 

After one last look at the sky- 
line he quickly vaulted the 4-foot 
concrete parapet, hurtled past two 
setbacks and smashed into a glass 
and steel marquee more than 1,000 
feet below. 

The crown listening to a uni- 
formed guide’s description of the 
panorama visible from the tower 
was startled by the leap that al- 
most sent the hurtling body into 
Thirty-fourth street; crowded with 
shoppers.
